Of these, 173 cases concerning 578 
persons were disposed of, 145 cases resulting in conviction and the rest in 
ane Be In most divisions the Nec patted in a numbers of cases reported are 

ight. Severe measures were taken against illicit poaching of deer in the 
Sunderbans, an offence which it is difficult to prevent. 

5. Forest Pires.—Forest fires caused extensive damage in the plains 
divisions during the year under review, owing, it is said, to the lateness of 
the monsoon, Sumbalpur suffered the most. In Singhbhum 8,233 acres were. 
burnt as compared with 799 acres in the previous year. The increase in the 
burnt area is considerable; but as the fire destroyed,only 1:7 per cent. of the 
whole forest, and that during a year when forest fires were icularly 
prevalent, the loss is not so serious as might have been expected. fn the arece 
under special protection 57 outbreaks of fire were reported, of which 18 are 
me as having been caused by intention or malice. In Angul no tess than 
8,690 acres were swept by fire ‘Vhis fire entered from the adjoining Native 
State of Rairakhol and burnt an area of 3,440*acres of the Kunloi block in the 
Durgapur Range. ‘I'he Lieutenant-Governor in Council, is glad to observe 
that the ements made in recent years for joint action im this respect 
between the Forest De ent and tho rulers or managers of neighbouring 
Native States have worked well.

In view, however, of adverse criticisms and representations 
its introduction was tem ily deferred until the points at issue could be 
fully considered, Some cf the objections urged were prina Jacie e. 
At the same time it was obvious that they could be removed by the modifica> 
tion of specific articles of the Code, and that no alteration of its main features 
was necessary. Tho Code was accordingly modified in paits, and my 24 
amendments were published for general information with Resolution No. * : 
dated the 25th June 1910. At the same time managers of schools all 
bodies and individuals interested in European education in Bengal were in- 
vited to offer their opinion on the: changes. proposed in addition to any y 
suggestions which, while not opposed to the main principles of the Code, — 
would be likely to lead to improvement in detail. 

2. A cordial response was made to this invitation from various quarters. 
The modifications proposed were’ generally approved, and much valuable — 
and suggestive criticism was offered, A part of the criticism was directed — 

‘ainst the principle of classification of schools as elementary and secondary ~ 
Gaanols: This question had been decided two years ago after the most 
careful consideration and consultation with practical educationists; and 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council does not consider that a fundamental 
change in the principle of classification would be justified. Critivisms and 
suggestions on points of detail have, Rowever, received the fullest and most 
carefal consideration, and the Code has now been finally amended in the light 
of many of the opinions received, Thar a: 

8. The question of the revision of the Code has been under consideration 
sinco the year 1902. The revised Code published in 1908 embodied the 
results of the deliberations of experienced educationists thoroughly conversant 
with the conditions of European education in Bengal. It has now been 
amended in various particulars in view of’ the representations and criticisms 
received by Government, The Licutenant-Governor in* Council has much 
pleasure in acknowledging the courtesy and candour of all who haye. so 
readily responded to the Resolution of the 25th June 1910, and trusts that the 
Code us now amended will advance the best interests of European education — 
in Bengal, aad that managers of schools and others interested in the matter 
will heartily co-operate to make the now scheme a success.

European education in Bengal. The object of the t is to aid local 
exertion in maintaining efficient schools for European children, and institutions 
for training teachers for such schools. This grant is administered by. the 
Education Department of the Local Government,. hereinafter called the 
Department. 

2. The term “European ” in this Code signs any person of European 
descent, pure or mixed, who retains European habits and modes of life; but 
the Local Government shall in all cases of doubt decide the proper application 
of the term. ‘The term “ Director” signifies the Director of Public Instruo- 
tion, Bengal, and the term ‘‘ Inspector” signifies the Inspector of European 
Schools, Bengal. The Director may authorise any Inspectress of Schools to 
assist the Inspector in the work of supervision of European Schools in which 
girls are taught. In any such case, however, the Inspector will still remain 
the officer responsible to the Department in respect of such schools. Subject 

_ to the limitation indicated, the term ‘‘ Inspector” includes an ‘“ Inspectress of 
Schools.” 

The Local Government may, at its discretion, admit to any or all the 
benefits of this Code any school in which the system of education is the same 
as or approximates to that prescribed in this Code, or which wishes to gm 
stich a system, and of which the scholars*in respect of habits and mode of life 
approximate to scholars of European Schools.

It 
will be incumbent on each school to submjt annually to the Inspector a copy 
of its curriculum, which he shall examine with a view to ascertaining whether 
adequate provision is made in it for the efficient teaching of each of the 
ibed subjects, 
' The following recommendations are put forward with regard to the various 
subjects of the curriculum:— 
1. The English language—Including reading, composition, grammar, poet 
and literature. i oe . he Be 
The aim of the feading lesson is, on the one hand, to teach intelligent 
reading aloud and clear enunciation; on the other hand its aim is to enable 
the pupils to gather information from printed or written matter. The latter 
object can be attained by silent reading as well as by realing aloud, and both 
these methods should hsbitually made use of. Even in the first class the 
~ children should be encouraged to read to themselves. 

. Composition—Is not more than a form of expression and differs only from 
speaking by being, perhaps, more carefully considered and executed. Every 
lesson, therefore, even those given to the youngest infants is in some sense a 
vehicle for the teaching of composition. ‘Time should be set apart for this 
subject in each class above the infant class, but the aim of the composition 
lesson should never be lost sight of in any lesson. The gap between written 
and oral speech is a formidable one, and the bridging of it in such a way as not 
‘to check a child’s natural expansiveness, which should, at this stage, have 
developed into a certain power of expression, is al important. The aim should 

_ be to make the pupil realise that composition is a habitual activity, and that 

every time he talks he is composing. In its earliest stages then composition 
| should be purely oral, and, a8 a means of transition to the written, it is suggested 
| that before the children attempt to write compcsitions of their own, they should 
havesfrequent practice in the reproduction of stories they have been told or

4, Elementary Nature Sindy Contituation of the -observation lessons on 
plants, developing into a systematic > ea 
mae ‘aphy.—The educational e of geography depends upon the 

extent to which it makes the pupil take an snéelligent interest in the world in 
which he lives, “It must not be regarded as a rica xe by which certain facts 
about the earth or the portion of it on which we live are committed to memory. 
Tt must rather be regarded as the subject which, above all others, brings the 
youngest child as well as the most advanced student into contact with the out- 
side world—the world of nature as distinct from the world of books.” Properly 
taught geography cultivates the habit of accurate observation; it develops a 
perception of cause and effect in nature which may lead the pupil in after-life 
to reason about things, instead of taking them for granted: and, inasmuch as 
the more advanced pupil must use his imagination to enable him to realise. 
conditions outside the range of his own observation, it provides a discipline— 
the conditioned exercise of the imagination—which has a value of its own. 
The value of geography as a correlating subject should constantly be kept in 
mind by the teacher. No teaching is 8o fruitful and interesting as that in 
which one subject is made to throw light upon another. The connexion 
between history and geography is especially glose, and, indeed, a knowledge 
of the geography of a country is the necessary basis of an intelligent study of 
its history. ; 

The early part of the course should consist of ‘home geography ” closel 
correlated with nature study. The geography of the locality, from the poe 
outwards, should be taught with the object of bringing out those elementary 
general principles which find illustration on all parts of the earth’s surfarce, and 
especia: y those which have a direct bearing upon human interests. Storie 
of travel and adventure by Jand and sea in different parts of the world should 
be told to illustrate the varying conditions due to configuration and climates 
and their effect on the nature of plant and animal life, 

this, the course should aim at giving a general knowledge of the 
earth’s and the conditions prevailing upon it, including the distribution 
of land water, the muin features of the relief of the land, and the climatic 
and other consequences of these distributions. The great natural regions of 
the world should next be separately treated, with special reference to the chief 
river-basins and water-partings and the influence of relief, climate and other 
conditions upon plant and animal life, and, in particular, upon human life and 
activity. ‘The names and positions of gente countries, the names of a few 
of the chief towns in each country and the reasons for their situation and 
importance, and the most important world trade and travel routes should be 
known. ‘ere geography of India gnd England should be treated in somewhat 
greater . 

It is, perhaps, necessary to warn teachers that the parts of geograph 
which touch upon mathematics, and which also make too great a thin Bs 
the imagination of young children, ¢g., the shape, size and motions of the 

earth and their consequences, should not‘be taken too early in the course. 
|. 6. History.—The earliest history teaching should be mainly biographical, 
| the lives of great men in English and Indian history. The introduction should

Other districts of importance are Angul, 
Ranchi, Palamau, Singhbhum, Hazaribagh, Manbhum, Midna- 
pore, Nadia, Bhagalpur and Sonthal Parganas. In these 
and in most of the remaining districts the weather condi- 
tions have been favourable and the condition of the crop 
is reported to be good. Some damage was caused by floods 
in North Bihar and also in Nadia, Murshidabad, Patna and 
Shahabad. 


Area sown.—The total area sown this year is 202,100 
acres compared with 202,800 acres sown last year. The 
normal area is 235,400 acres. 


Outturn.—According to the estimates of the District 
Officers the outturn of the crop for the whole Province 
comes to 100 per cent. In some districts the estimates 
appear to be too low, and the crop will probably not fall 
short of my preliminary estimate, viz., 110 per cent, 


Taking 4} maunds as the normal outturn of the crop 
per acre, the gross yield for the Province will be 34,700 
tons against 31,000 tons last year.

times, The Commissioner notes that the control now exercised by Government 
officers over the proceedings of municipalities is not as a rale 1egarded as 
irksome or as interfering unduly with the discretion of the Municipal Commis- 
sioners. The reports from the Patna Division ure generally favourable, 

ticularly with reference to the important municipalities of Patna and Gaya,

85. The record of the year’s work calls for little remark of a general 
character, and on the whole it may be regarded as satisfactory. Since the 
close of the year under review, Government had occasion to examine the 
question of the nature and degree of the supervision now exercised by its 
officers over the proceedings of municipalities, with reference to which various 
suggestions were made by the — Commission upon Decentralisation, more 
particularly on the sulject of finance. The conclusion arrived at was that 
there was no conclusive evidence that municipalities had been unduly 
hampered by the control of their budgets by District Magistrates and Com- 
missioners, and the complaints alleged were for the most part directed, not 
against the existence of such control at all, but against its exercise im petty 
details, While not prepared to accept the recommendation that all muni- 
eipalities should be allowed a free hand in respect of their badgets, the 
Lientenant-Governor was prepared to allow an experiment in this direction 
in the municipalities of the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions whose annual 
income was in excess of one lakh of rupees (namely, Howrah, Cossipore- 
Chitpur, Manicktala and Burdwan), and in future the Divisional Commissioners, 
in these instances, will merely ensure that the necessary closing balances aro 
maintained, that due provision is made for the &¢rvice of all loans, and that 
the provisions of the Act and any statutory rules and standing orders of 
Government are observed. With reference, however, to all municipalities 
Commissioners were enjoined to refrain, so far as possible, from interference 
with details, and to endeavour to guide municipalities rather by friendly 
advice than by explicit direction, The ultimate power of control should be 
resorted to only in cases of persistent neglect and default, and for the efficien 
of thoir administration generally municipalities shouldbe made 6 realise

The number of District and Local Boards in existence during the year 
remained unchanged, but the number of Union Committees increased from 
51 to 52. .‘T'wo new Union Committees were established at Nawapara and 
at Dalsing Serai in the districts of Khulna and Darbhanga, respectively, while 
one was abolished owing to the conversion of the Union at Dhulian in 
Murshidabad into a municipality. Since the close of the year orders have 
' issued, as the result of the enquiries of the Royal Commission upon Decentral- 
ization, that a more consistent endeavour should be made to encoursge the.

i 7. District Boards.—Number of meetings and attendance of membors.—The 
District Boards in the Province held *97 meetings in all during 1999-10, 
or 28 less than in the previous year, and of these 12 proved ubortive for want 
of quorum, as against 18 in 1908-09, All the District Boards mef at least 


_ once a month, with the exception of those of Jessore, Patna, Sambalpur and 


Palamau. The two Boards Jast mentioned habitually fall short of what 
is considered to be a minimum requirement in this respect, if proper super- 
vision is to be maintained, and the Commissioners of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 


are requested to see that attention is forthwith paid to the wishes of Govern- _ 


ment in the matter. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division notices 
the serious arrears found by bim in three districts in the audit of the accounts 
by the Finance Committees, which had failed to meet regularly with a 
sufficient quorum for the transaction of business, If audit work is to be of 
any value at all it is essential that it should be conducted regularly and 
punetually, and laxity in this respect may lead to most undesirable conse- 
uences, 

i 3. Local Boards—Number of mectings aid attendance of members,~—851 
meetings were held by Local Boards during the year, of which 68 failed 
for want of a quorum, while 36 Local Boards, as against 32 in the previous 
year, failed to meet at least once a month, As in the previous year, the 
Northern and Southern Zamindari Loval Boards in Sambalpur again met twice 
only during the year, while the Dhanbaid Local Board held three meetings, 
as against two aority 1908-09. If the volume of business to be transacted 
does not require more frequent meetings, the presumption is that the work 
entrusted to the Boards scarcely justifies their creation at all, and the 
Commissioners concerned are requested to enquire into the facts. Again in 
the Furi district, the Sadar and Khurda Boards each met five and six times 
only, while in Murshidabad the Sadar and Jangipur Boards were only convened 
in four and five instances respectively, In Nadia all the Local Boards showed 
irregularity in this respect, and taking the Divisions as a whole, those of 
Patna, Tirhut avd Bhagalpur show much more consistent activity among 
the Local Bourds than the rest of the Province. This may be partly due to 
the presence of European non-officials on the Boards in these divisions, but 
in the Tirhut Division action is being taken, in response to local feeling, 
to increase the number of non-official Indian representatives both on 
the District and Local Boards, and it is hoped that these will justify their 
selection by the active interest shown by them in the business of the 
Boards. 


4. Elections.—General elections were held only in the districts, of 





Midnapore, Murshidabad and Jessore, and in the majority of cases th proved . 


a failure, The reasons alleged are that the work of the Local Boards is not 
sufficiently important or interesting to attract candidates, while in Jessore it is 
stated that there is probably also a dearth of suitable persons possessing the 
necessary residential qualifications. , ” 

Union Committees.—Vhe aggregate income, excluding the opening 
balance, of the 52 Union Committees amounted to Rs. 20,762 inst 
Rs. 17,180 in 1908-09,'while the expenditure rose from Rs, 16,5 -4 to Rs, 18,683. 
Of the sum of Rs, 20,762, Rs. 18,163 was made up of contributions from the 
District Boards, and it is obvious that this at present constitutes tically 
the sole source of income of these Committees. It is aa joneenntinl eceslieiea 
of the success of these bodies that they shall be provided with funds sufficient 
to permit of their undertaking work of appreciable importance to ‘the locality. 
which may justify the supervision which they are prepared to give, and 
until this has been done it can scarcely be said that the experiment has 
had a fair trial.

showed an increase in all divisions except Patua and Tirhut, amounting in the 
aggregate to Rs. 1,21,378, the greater part of which (Rs, 1,00,198) occurred 
in Chota Nagpur. The improvement is generally attributed to the réalization 
of arrear demands, and to the revision, in some instances, of the assessments on _ 
coul mines, but the failure of certain estates under the Court of Wards to pay — 
the demand on this acccunt in the districts of Gaya and Shahabad should not 
have been allowed, and particular attertion is drawn to the persistent defaults — 
in the Bankura district, which the Collector should forthwith take steps to — 
remedy. : 
id Police (Pounds) (Rs. 3,35,491).—The total number of pounds main- 
tained by the District Buards increased from 2,811 to 2,857, while the 
income derived from them rose in 16 districts and fell in the remainder, 
resulting in a net increase of Rs, 5,182. The system of triennial settlements 
noticed in the Resolution on the reports of the previous year appears to be 
most extensively followed in the ‘Tirhut Division, and apparently with satis- 
factory results, Its adoption elsewhere should he considered, with a view to 
securing a more efficient and substantial body of lessees, while the trouble and 
delay of annual auctions is avoided, . The fact that 11 pounds remained un- 
settled in the Muzaffarpur district for want of lessees raises the presumption 
thet the total number of pounds in the district is excessive, and the point 
should be examined. 

9, Ferries (Rs. 3,41,232).—The receipts from ferries rose in 13 dis- 
tricts and fell in 14, resulting ina net decrease of Rs. 925. The District , 
Board cf Saran returned the largest decrease (iis. 5,218), which, however, 
was more spparent then real, being due to the fact that the receipts of the 
previous year were swollen by the inclusion of the deposits advanced for 
1409-10, In Muzaffarpur the decline of Rs. 4,721 was due to the non-realiza- 
tion of the full demand from certain ferries, which should have been preventable. 
In Darbhanga remissions of rent to ferry farmers were grauted in 1908-09 on 
account of the scarcity then prevailing, and the absence of such a cause during 
the year under report resulted in an increase of Rs. 8,646. Since the power 
to establish toll bars upon bridges, conferred by section 86A of the Local 
Self-Government Act (us amended) has now been exercised in an appreciable 
number of instances, it is desirable that future reports shoald particularly 
notice the working of these provisions, with special reference to the propor- 
tion borne by the sums so cullected tv the cost of the bridge upon which tolls 
are levied and to the average income of the ferry which may have been. super- 
seded by the bridge. If the levy of tolls has given rise to any hardship or 
complaint this too should be mentioned. As in the case of pounds, a system of 
trienvial settlements of ferries has much to commend it, _ 

10, Loans (Rs, 2,75,000),—The District Board of the 24-Parganas 
received, during the year, the last instalment of the loan on account of the, 
Magrahat Drainage Scheme. No other loans were made to District Board

11. Adminisiration (Rs. 2,18,5385).—The grant of travelling allowance to 
members for attending Local Board meetings was chiefly responsible forthe __ 
inereaso of Rs, 10,728 under this head, which was shared by all divisions 
except Patna. ! 

12. Education (Rs, 11,90,503).—In comparison with an aggregate increase 
under this head of Rs, 1,14,380.during the preceding year, the tntai di- 
ture on education showed a decline of Rs, 94,267 in 1909-10, which was 
corhmon to all divisions, Among the reasons alleged are the non-payment. of 
grant-in-aid bills, the discontinuance of grauts, inability. to. spend the full 
budget provision, and smaller expenditure on pri ings, ete. 
Moreover, the expenditure in the previous year was abniginelly en by 
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inereased from 29368 to ate er primary schools 
from 22,774 to 22,838, while aided primary schools, as a whole, furnished 
instruction to 693,022 boys and 86,331 girls as compared. with 677,302 
boys and 82,335 girls in 1908-09, In* Hooghly and Jessore the expenditure 
under “ Education ” was slightly less than the amount assigned for the purpose 
from Provincial Reveuues, and the difference should be made good during the 
current year, * 

13, Special Schools—Dur'ng the year under report technical ‘or industrial 
schools were maintained or aided by the District Boards of Burdwan, 
Midnapore, Khulna, Saran, Muzaffarpur, Balasore, Ranchi, Hazaribagh and 
Manbhum, while various District Boards gave stipends tenable at different 
technical schools. The management of the Bhagalpur Technical Schvol 
was transferred to the Education Department with effect from the Ist 
March 1910, The weaving industry was encouraged by District Boards in 
various ways, and the District Boards of Bankura, Midnapore, Hooghly, the 
24-Parganas and Balasore granted scholarships to pupils undergoing training 
at the Serampore weaving school; the District Boards of Patna and Manbhum 
gave grants-in-aid to weaving schools within their respective jurisdiction, 
that at Bihar in Patna having been newly opened. The District Board of 
Darbhanga maintained a staff of peripatetic weaving instructors, but it is 
said that the people take no appreciable interest in the experiment, and its 
discontinuance has been suggosted. The Commissioner, however, suggests 
a more extended trial, and as the expenditure involved is small, this might be 
given. In Birbhum, Bankura aod Hooghly progress is said to have been 
made in the introduction of fly shuttle looms. The Serti-Agrivultural Collere 
‘at Sabong in the Midnapore District ceased to exist. 


14. Shows and exhidbitions—Agricultural exhibitions or shows were held 
in the districts of Hooghly, Bankura, Birbhum, the 24-Parganas, Jessore 
Khulna, Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, Saran, Muzaffarpur, Purnea, Ranchi and 
Manbhum. 

15. Medical (Rs. 4,17,846)—The expenditure under this head declined in 
the Burdwan, Presidency, Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions, which more than 
counterbalanced the increase elsewhere, resulting in a net decrease of 
Rs. 11,551, The Orissa Division was responsible for the largest decrease 
(Rs. 17,181), but partly, at least, this was due to the absence of serious 
epidemics which rendered certain expenditure unnecessary. The number of 
dispensaries majntained by the District Boards rose from 158 to 168, but 
the number aided by them fell from 142 to 138, Four new dispensaries 

» were opened by the Shahabad District Board, two each by the Jessore 
District Board and the Sambalpur District Council, and one by each of the 
District Boards of the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Bhagalpur and Purnea; on the 
other hand one dispensary was closed in Darbhanga and one in Balasore, 
Asin the previous year fv temporary dispensaries (one being a floating 
sno | the river Bhagirathi) were maintained by the District Board of Burdwan,

(newly) in Birbhum for the distribution of medicines during the 
‘ season, while in Saran and Darbhanga peripatetic medical officers were 
sent out for the same purpose. The District Boards of Murshidabad and 
maintained no dispensaries, although they continued to subsidize 
various institutions maintained by municipalities. Looking to the well-known 
ess of portions of the Murshidabad district, the provision of greater 
facilities for medical attendance in raral areas would appear to be called 
for, and the Commissioner is requested to examine the point. Medical iced 
_ Were deputed to attend at Adis in the Hooghly, Midnapore, Bhagalpur and 
_Parnea districts, and the practice is deserving of more extended trial. 
_ By tho establishment of district depdts for the distribution of quini 
Q incidental to which are ordinarily borne by District Boards, 7 
hoped to extend and popularise the use of the del and enlist the 
ration of the members of District Boards in this result. ‘Che reports 
‘certain ambunt;of information upon the point, but it is somewh 
‘esultoryy and t! deain ts achieved are difficult to ascertain. In futur 
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rts it would be useful if the nacsepiiis of quinine from year to year 
* eo. examined and compared, with the yiew of wing attention to — i 
. areas in which little progress is being made, Thus in the ‘Pirhut Division 
much seems to have been done to push the sale of quinine, but the results in 
Orissa are singularly disappointing, and the atteption of the Commissioner is 
invited to the matter. ‘lhe Civil Surgeon of Saran notes that the tablet form 
of quinine (which is of recent issue) is more popular than the pige powders, 
or the feasibility of his suggestion that the dosage should be marked on 
each packet will be separately enquired into. tk 
The charges on account of measures for the prevention of plague fell 
from R's. 32,965 to Rs. 28,643, the bulk of the expenditure being incurred 
in the divisions of Patna (Ks: 10,226), Tirhut (Rs, 12,988) and Bhacntem 
Rs. /,079). i, 
( 16. ea (Rs. 28,507).—The annual expenditure increased by 
Rs. 1,844, which was shared by the Patna, Tirhut and Orissa Divisions. The 
largest expenditure was returned by the Gaya District Board (Rs. 6,519 
Patna following with an outlay of Rs, 6,063, but looked at from the point o 
view of the work to be done, the Provincial expenditure is obviously insigni- 
ficant. Various District Boards have now employed sanitary inspectors, and 
noticeably in Midnapore and Gaya, it is reported that good work was done by 
them, but there still appears to be a great want of system in the different 
attempts which are being made to tackle the problem of sanitation. It is to be 
hoped that through the agency of Union Committees it may be found possible 


° to achieve something more definite, at least in the larger bazaars, and as 
mentioned last year, it is upon these that effort should in the first place be 
concentrated. 


17. Veterinary charges (Rs, 60,708).—The total outlay under this head is 
increasing steadily, that during the previous year having been iis. 48,016 only. 
The increase was common to all Divisions, and the general tenor of the reports 
indicates that progress is being made and that the services of the voterinary 
assistants are becoming more and more appreciated. ‘I‘he best results seem to 
have been achieved in the Tirhut Division. 

18. Famine Relief (Rs, 87,830)—Relief operations were conducted by 
the Muzaffarpur and Bhegalpur District Boards which incurred expenditure of 
Rs. 20,418 and Rs, 22,072 respectively. In Bhagalpur the greater part 
(Rs, 18,3880) was spent on charitable relief, but work to the extent of 
Rs. 1,05,570 (of which Rs, 45,511 was spent during the year under report) was 
done on the Tiljuga embankment from funds supplied by the Banaili and 
Srinagar estates. A refund of Rs. 13,405 was made by Government towards 
the expenditure incurred on gratuitous relief, and Rs. 6,441 was paid as half 
the cost of the relief works. The District Boards of Nadia and Darbhanga 
showed an outlay of Rs. 12,929 and Rs, 29,000 respectively under this head, 
but this was due to the adjustment of expenditure incurred in the’previous: 
year. 

19. Civil Works (Rs. 41,56,410).—In comparison with the preceding 
yeas the expenditure under “Communications—Original works” was_ less 

y Rs. 3,44,519, while that under ‘‘ Communications—Repairs” inc _by 
Rs, 1,41,572. The total outlay of the year showed a decline of Rs, 2,26,986, 
which is in continuation of a decrease of Rs, 1,85,880 in 1908-09, as compared 
with 1907-08. There was no Bepreniehle change in the total mileage of roads 
under the charge of District Boards, It is noticeable that in the Sewan 
Subdivision of the Saran District road repairs were reported to have been 
satisfactorily executed in some cases through the agency of the village 
panchayats ; but, generally speaking, the work of the year presented no unusual 
features. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division complains. of the 
failure of certain Boards to exercise effective supervision over their contractors, 
and remarks that while full information is available in the District Engineer’s 
office it too often remains there and’ is not scrutinised by the Board. The 
: matter is deserving of the keonest vigilance on the part of. Chairmen and the - 
ards themselves, Pett seve

_ the total expenditure under this sub-head, In nine districts only out of 29, Viz. 
~ in Birbhum, Nadia, Khulna, Patna, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr, Bhagalpur 
and Purnea did the expenditure on account of water-supply exceed Rs. 5,000, 
the standard which is regarded by Government asa minimum, although the 
attention of all District Boards has repeatedly been drawn to the necessity of 
impreving the sources of water-supply in rural areas, the latest orlers being 
contained in Government circular No. 7 T.—L.S.-G., dated the 24th May 1910, 
Unless local bodies will of their own imitiative pay greater attention to this 
important item of local administration, the Local Government will be left with 
no alternative but to earmark for this purpose a portion of the grants which are 
made in aid of the resources of District’ Boards. Such @ course will be adopted 
with reluctance, but it is impossible to acquiesce in the persistent disregard of the 
instructions in this matter. Scarcely less important than the construction of new 
wells and tanks is the maintenance of the existing sources in an efficient cen- 
dition, and the repair and cleansing of wells is a matter in which much remains 
to be done. During the year under review expenditure on the repair of wells 
was- reported from 12 districts only, the best results being attained in 
Muzaffarpur, where 451 wells were repaired, cleaned and disinfected at an 
outlay of Rs. 1,594. The cost of cleaning a well is not excessive, while if 
done systematically, excellent results as regards the public health may be 
» anticipated from such a measure. As usual, however, instances are reported 
(noticeably in the Burdwan Division) of the obstinacy of private owners in 
opposing action by the District Board in the interest of their personal rights, 
As in the previous year, the Muzaffarpur District Board showed commendable 
activity in the matter of well boring, and operations were carried out in respect 
of 827 wells at a cost of Rs. 24,269. The Darbhanga District Board has also 
a i boring‘tools, while in Monghyr Rs. 1,914 was spent in this direction, 
n Champaran boring appears to have been unsuccessful, but the experiment 
was conducted upon a very small scale. 

21. WHrainage (Rs. 5,205).—The expenditure under this sub-head was 
nearly double that of the previous year, but it is still insignificant. Such as 
it was, it was incurred by the District Boards of the 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, 
Khulna and Bhagalpur, The only important drainage work in progress, 
namely, the Magra Hat drainage scheme, is shown under Minor Works and 
Navigation. The estimated cost of this project is Rs. 20,98,898, and it is 
progressing towards completion with most satisfactory results. It is hoped 
that the scheme for the improvement of the Nawai and Suntbi rivers in the 
24-Parganas. will take final shape during the current year, but projects for the 
drainage of the Choraikole bheel in Nadia, and for the improvement of the 
river Bhairab and the drainage of the Arool bheel in Jessore still hang fire in 
& regrettable manner. 

22. Arboriculture (Rs. 52,345).—The figures under this sub-head showed 
an advance of Rs, 8,723 over the expenditure of the previous year, and 
all District Boards, except Birbhum, incurred expenditure on this account. 
The outlay was largest in Patna (Rs. 7,073), Gaya following with an outlay 

of Rs, 6,353. The Patna Distriet Board inaugurated the celebration of jan 
Arbor day on the 9th August 1909, by planting trees round the Bankipore 
maidan and by the sides of roads, while it also introduced a system of tending 
road-side trees through the agency of the camindars concerned, the District 
Board paying the wages of the malis. This Board derived an mcome from 
the sale ‘of fruit, etc,, of Rs. 1,691. In Saran, an attempt was made to enlist 
the assistance of the chaukidari panchayats in the subject of tree-plauting by 
the offer of rewards, and the experiment is deserving of all success, 
Almost all the District Boards deputed sub-overseers to the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Sibpur for training in arboriculture. aw 
23. Railways and Tramways.—There was a fair amount of activity shown 
in the development of light railways, and the progress made with different 
rojects’ is referred to briefly below. In the 24-Parganas the extension of the 
Bi Basirhat Light Railway from Baliaghata station to Patipukur was 
‘comp lsted and opened in*Pebruary 1910. | The District Board of Nadia entered 
into an qviat with a-private firm for the construction of a light railway 
freee ' 
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from, Krishnagar to Jellinghee, but the i 
cement Kas not yet been given. A Renar etweel gi 
otchandpur in Jessore and Shibnibash in Nadia for a few d but it was 
not successful and was discontinued. In Patna the Bihar-Si ao extension of oY 
the Bakhtiarpur-Bihar Light Railway was opened for traffic in July 1909, 
while in Gaya the question of the construction 6f a light railway from Gaya 
vid Bodh Gaya to Sherghati is still under consideration. In Shahabad q start 
was made with the construction of the Arrah-Sassaram Light Railway in 
Decomber 1909, and fair progress bas since been made. The Dehri-Rhotas 
Light Railway, which is being constructed by Messrs. Octavius Steel and Com- 
pany, is reported to have advanced satisfactorily. ‘The Chapra-Musrakh exten- 
sion of the Bengal and North-Western Railway was opened towards the close 
of the year, and land acquisition projects were submitted to Government for a 
“i the proposed Thawe-Tewaripatti extension. Final orders have not yet been 
assed as regards the proposed direct line of railway from Muzaffarpur to 
Sethenva, with a branch from Tewara to Sitamarhi, but the Be and 
North-Western Railway Company proposes to construct the Samastipur- 
Roserah line at an early date and land is being acquired for the purpose. A 
report has been drawn up by the District Sngineer of eae rg on Heel orp 
. light railway from Monghyr to Kharagpur, and will shortly be p before 
the Board. The Board’s share of the surplus profits in 1909 from the four 
guaranteed lines in this province was as follows, the figures in each case » 
showing a satisfactory increase over those of the previous year :—

* 24. Contributions (Rs, 10,399).—The figures under this head fell from 
Rs. 85,456 to Rs. 10,399, practically the whole (Rs. 9,892) of which was 
incurred by the Muzaffarpur District Board, representing the contribution paid 
to the local municipality on account of the surplus tolls of the Akhara-ghat 
pontoon bridge and its connected ferries. 

25. Debt (Rs. 6,94,008)—The expenditure incurred under this head 
amounted to Rs, 6,94,008 only, in comparison with Rs. 15,09,409 in the preced- 
ing year, the result being mainly attributable to the decrese of Rs, 8,21,438 
under “' Deposits and advances,” The major portion of the decrease was 
returned by the Nadia (Rs. 2,809,232) and Darbhanga (Rs. 2,80,934) District 
Boards, the adjustment of the advances on account of famine having heen 
made during 1908-09. 

26. Closing balance (Rs, 28,99,701).—The aggregate closing balances 
(including deposits) increased by Rs. 2,17,853, which was shared by the 
Burdwan, Tirhut and Orissa Divisions. The District Board of Nadia showed 
a closing balance of Rs, 39 only, the remainder of the balance consisting of 

paid deposits, and as this can scarcely bg regarded as a sufficient working 

nee the Commissioner is requested to enquire into the financial position 

of the Board. The deficit balance (—Rs, §97) in Palamau was due to the fact 
that the outstanding deposits were in excess of the total balance, and here also 
enquiry is called for, The District Boards of Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly, 
24-Parganas, Saran, Muzaffarpur and Manbhum all closed the year with acti 
balances of more than a lakh of rupees, a sum which appears to be unneces- 
sarily high and to denote bad financial control, At the same time the Com- 
missioner of the Presidency Division draws attention to the fact that in the 
case of offices inspected by him more than half the gross annual invome of the _ 
Board was paid out on the 20th and 31st March, and suggests that an enquiry 
should be made into the reason for this scramble for cheques at the close of — 
_ the year, which it sooms impossible to prevent. No doubt this is ge lue 
__ to the fact that the close of the financial year coincides with the middle of the 
“workin season, but it is largely a matter of organization ang fosethogen nd 
its be possible to secure better results than those noticed.

and instances the failure to incur sufficient expenditure upon sanitation an 
water-supply, though he recognises the difficulties of lack of funds and opposi- 
tiom from private interests under which the Boards labour., In the Presidency 
Division the Commissioner is of opinion that, on the whole, the Boards have 
Sipe pba the funds placed at their disposal with prudence and promptness. 
he *Commissioner of Patna notices the remarks of the District istrato of 
Shahabad that the resources of the Board have been spent upon the town of 
- Arrah and its neighbourhood to an extent el pa to the claims of the out- 
lying portions of the district, but, as Mr. Maude observes, the question is 
one of degree rather than principle, and it is impossible to dissociate the 
interests of the district entirely from those of the head-quarter town, The © 
tendency complained of is not, however, new and it is requisite that it snould be 
ed against. In Tirhut the Boards are reported to exercise considerable 
uence and to take a commendable interest in their work, while the opinions 
expressed from the Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions are generally 
favourable. 

29. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council has noted with satisfaction this 
consensus of complimentary opinion and trusts that the same standard may 
be maintained in future years. It is in respect of the improvement of the 
water-supply that the lines of policy followed by District Boards most require 
modification, and it is to be hoped that the causes of complaint on this score, 
which have not been infrequent in the past, may speedily disappear.

‘Forrcast or Tae Rast Crops or Benoa, 1910-11. 


[On an average of.the five years ending 1908-09, the area under summer rice 
which is included in this forecast in the territory to which it relates, 
represents about 0'2 per cent. of ihe total area under rice in British India. 


Lxplanatory,—The crops dealt with in the present fore- 
cast are the spring crops, such as summer rice, barley, grams 
tobacco, poppy and other food and non-food crops which are 
harvested between February and April. In these food and 
non-food crops are included rahar, kalai, mung, peas, lentils, 
khesart, kulthi, buok-wheat, chena, potatoes, yams, melons, 
chillies and other spices as well as oats and vegetables, 

Bihar is the chief rabi-growing tract, but rabi crops are 
im nt also in Burdwan, Midnapore, Cuttack, Ranchi, 
Palamau, Singhbhum and in all the districts of the Presi- 
dency Division, 24-Parganas excepted. 





Character of the season.—Good rain fell in September and 
October and there was sufficient moisture for the sowings 
which were commenced at the usual time. In November 
there was no rain except in Bihar and in parts of Chota 
Nagpur, where the fall was above the average. This wus 
followed 2 a ne December. In January the rainfall was

general an beneficial to the rabi crops, especially in 
Bihar In February light showers fell in Darjeeling and 
in the districts of Orissa and Lower Bengal, Saiahelpet and 
Bankura excepted, but the prospects of the crops continued 
favourable. In Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, 
Cuttack and Ranehi certain rabi crops were reported to be 
suffering for want of timely rain, Heavy rain in March 
accompanied with hail did damage to the crops in some 
districts, ‘I'he season has been favourable this year for the 
rabi crops, especially in Bihar. 

Area sown—The normal area under the different rabi 
crops in the province dealt with in the forecast is estimated 
at 8,288,800 acres. The area actually sown this year is 
reported to be 7,225,100 acres against 6,699,300 acres, the 
reyised figure for Just year. The increase in the area sown 
is due to there being sufficient moisture at the ‘time of 
sowing. 

Outturn.—The estimated percentage of outturn in the 
twenty-one districts where the crop is nfost important is as 
follows:—Saran 109, Patna and the Sonthal Parganas 100, 
Gaya 99, Burdwan 8, Muzaffarpur 97, Khulna 96, Purnea 
95, Shahabad, Darbhanga and Singhbhum 90, Bhagalpur 86, 
ae ig: 84, Palamau 82, Murshidabad 78, Midnapore 77, 
Mong r 73, Jessore 68, Cuttack 66, Ranchi 60 and 
Nadia 56, 

According to the District Officers’ estimates the outtarn 
of the different abi crops for the province as a whole works 
out to 90 per cent. of the normal, é¢,, the same cent. 
as estimated last year, but from the reports it would appear 
that the total crop will not be less than the normal. 

eis. eger 100 per cent. as the outturn of the summer 
rice crop, the gross yield for the province works out to 
1,089,600 cwts, as compared with 998,400 cwts. of last year.

(5) The health of the girls was on the whole satisfactory. 


1V. Lducation and maintenance.—(1) The nature of the education im- 
parted to the girls on the foundation is generally thet prescribed for Elementary 
and Higher Elementary Schools under the revised Code of Kegulations for 
European Schools in bengal. In exceptional cases a higher eduction is givey. 

(2) Parents and guardians are ves given the choice of any bonrding 
school for the education of their children gr wards, provided that such a school 
has been approved by Government as suitable for girls on the Bruce Founda- 
tion. A sum of Rs, 21-8 or Rs, 16 a month is paid for the education and 
maintenance of each foundationer in a boarding school or an orphanage, as the 
case may be. A sum of hs. 40 or of Rs, 25 is also allowed for each founda- 
tioner for an outfit on ie. a boarding school or an orphanage, as the case 
may be. Under the rules a girl is not ordinarily allowed to remain on the Fund 
after she las attained the age of 17 years, when an outfit grant of Rs. 40 is 
generally given to enable her to make a sturt in life. If, however, » girl elects 
to take up. teaching us a profession an extension is generally allowed. Short 
extensions of a few months are also generally allowed to girls who are pre- 
paring for examinations under the Code of Regulations for European Schools, 
or for the Cambridge Locals, or who are studying shorthand or typewriting.

Paplanatory.—The crop is cultivated in Bengal Proper 
and Orissa, and also in Shahabad, Saran, Muzaffarpur and 
Manbhum. It is most important in Midnapore and is of 
importance in Burdwan, Bankura, Khulna and Manbhum. 
Sowings commenced at the normal time in almost all the 
districts. In most districts of Lower Bengal want of 
moisture was felt during the sowing season. On the whole 
a fair crop is expected this year. Sowing’s have not yet 
begun in ‘the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Cuttack, Balasore, 
Sambalpur, and in parts of Murshidabad. 

Area sown,—The total area sown up to now is reported to 
be 29,300 acres. Last year’s area under the crop was shown 
as 86,400 acres. ‘Che complete report on the eral 
character of the crop will be given in the final aa 
which will be issued in August next.

In November there was no rain except 
in Bihar and in parts of Chota Nagpur, where the fall was 
above the average. A dry December followed. In Janu- 
ary the rainfall was general and proved beneficial to the 
crop, especially in Bihar. In February light showers fell all 
over the province except in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. 
Damage by hail is reported from Murshidabad, Champaran

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Area sown,—The total area sown with the crop this year 
is estimated at 1,382,500 acres against 1,427,900 acres last

Outturn, —The estimated percentage outturn in the fifteen

. The outturn for the whole Province, according to the 
District Officers’ estimates, works out to 90 per cent. of the 
normal against 95 per cent., which was their estimate in the 
second forecast issued in February. The reduction is 
attributed to the damage done by hailstorm in some districts 
and also to the want of rain at the time of maturity. 

From the district reports it appears that the outturn in 
some districts has been underestimated. I estimate that the 
crop for the Province as a whole will probably not fall shdrt 
of the normal or 100 per cent. e 

Accepting 100 a cent, as the outturn of the crop, the 
gross yield for the Province works out to 599,800 tons as 
against 540,700 tons last year. 

Food-stocks and prices of food-grains.—The outturn of the 
three harvests, viz., dyhant, bhadoi and rabi, was estimated 
by this Department at 112, 90 and 100 per cent., respect- 
ively. The food-stocks of the previous harvest are generally 
reported to be plentiful throughout the province, The 
following table shows the price of wheat in Calcutta and the 
average price in selected important wheat growing districts 
as a stood on the 15th March of each year from 1908

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 


al.—Although there was a somewhat exceptional absence of rain 

during the latter half o the year, the Garden suffered but little. In addition 

| to the routine work of the Garden proper the following special works were 

undertaken during the year. A stagnant pond in the south-west ¢orner 

of the Garden was filled up with soil obtained by deepening part of the 

~ neighbouring large lake and by cutting away a portion of the i therein. 

The revetment of the river bank has been continued as far as opportunities 

and finances permitted by the method described in the last year’s report. 

ip va No. 1 that lies behind the quarters of the Curator of the Garden was 

completely fenced in, while continued attention was given to the development 

"of: nods of work. The most important out-door improvement, however, 

was the installation of a new Lrg, acaba keeping up the level of the 

arden lakes @uring the cold and hot seasons. Opportunity was taken to 

» the intake from its old site which was too yestricted to permit of a 
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spacious enough timber being formed, and being too close 
riverside avenue of the Garden was somewhat of an eyesore, to a 
fuither along the river bank in the extreme south-west private corner of the - 
Garden where there is abundance of space for a fuel*yard and the addition of * 
a saw bench, a dynamo or other machinery valiant The difficulties © 
due to the new site being considerably farther away than the old one from the — 
first of the chain of Garden lakes, and therefore necessitating longer channels 
being cut and syphon arrangements being made for the conveyance of the 
water undergromie were successfully overcome by Mr. Lane, the Curator of 
the Garden. As a result of the new arrangement the sastern and western 
lakes of the Garden are now fed independent channels—an improvement 
also due to Mr. Lane. A new coloured map of the Gurden on the scale of 
250 feet to the inch has been Taare and copies are now available for sale 
at 4 annas at the Curator’s office. A copy of the map has been ‘posted at the 
Garden jetty, and it is intended to postiseveral other copies in various parts 
of the Garden for the information of visitors who sometimes exverience 
difficulty in finding their way about. Attention was given throughout the 
year to the general improvement df ‘the a nee of the Garden by pinging 
of ov ed groups, removing unsightly trees, and so forth. As uésua 
arboricultural instruction was given to selected overseers from Bengal and 
from Eastern Bengal and Assim during the rains, and reports furnished to the 
Directors of Agriculture of those provinces. Owing to the annoyance caused 
by the furious driving of some ‘inconsiderate motorists, who uppear to look 
upon the Garden avenues as racing tracks, it has been found necessary to erect 
re. Pra dt each of the road entrances to the Garden warning motorists 
to drive slowly in the Garden; It‘is to be hoped these notices will have effect, 
but if not, the enforcement of more drastic measures will require to be 


considered.» i 

2. interchange of seeds: and plants.—!nterchangeof seeds'arrd plants 
with other Botanical, Agricultural and Forestry Departments throughout the 
world hasbeen well up to the average. Contributions were received amongst 
others from the Botanical Gardens of Rio de Janeiro, British Guiana, 
Catamarea (Argentine Republic), Jamaica, Durban, Formosa, Singeperty 
Ceylon, Sydney, Entebbe (Uganda), from the Cape Town Public Gardens, 
from the Industrial Bureau and from the Agricultural Experimental Station 
in Formosa, from the Experimental Gardens, Ogasawara islands, Japan, from 
the Colonial Botanist, Brisbane, and from correspondents in Califoraiayin Java. 
in Tonkin and various places in Euro Altogether 5,760 plants an 
over 1,600 packets of seeds were received. About forty species of economic 
and ornamental shrubs and trees hitherto junrepresented in the garden 
collection were introduced during the year. Nearly 40,700 plants (not 
including about 6,000 plants of Aso/la) and over 5,200 packets of seeds 
were distributed. Most of the plants sent out were for Government institu- 
tions, Civil Stations, Cantonments, District Boards, Railways and such like. 
Plants and seeds of economic or ornamental importance Were as usual 
distributed to numerous foreign Botanical and Agricultural establishments 
throughout the world. 

3. Herbarium and Library.—Over 16,000 specimens were added to 
the Herbarium by collection, exchange or purchase. From Travancore a = 
valuable named collection of over 2,000 specimens, including rare plants 
new species, was contributed by Mr. A. Meebold, From Coimbatore Mr, C. E.

The lawns and foot- 
paths generally were kept in good repair. In Dalhousie Square Gurden the 
alteration of Tctpatn which, as originally designed, proved gnadequate to 
accommodate the traffic ing along them, has been carried on. with as little 
alteration to the original design as possible. The general appearance of this 
Garden is gradually improving. In the Curzon Garden the lavish display of 
beds of flowering annuals called for a great amount of labour that. howeyer 
ielded very., successful results, .The shrubs in the tempurary, beds within the 
Boreny line loops at Esplanade Corner suffered from the deprodations of 
cattle ; and as the surroundings, which include a rubbish laid as anesthetic as 
ever, the general effect is not as satisfactory as it yt . The total horti- 
cultural revenue amounted to Rs, 311, being Bs.

LLOYD BOTANIU GARDEN, DARJEELING. | 


The Garden generally has been kept in order throughout the year. Com 
tinued efforts that are now beginning to show good results have been made to 
clear the lawns of the moss + shows a disfiguring effect during the cold 
weather. The upper—indigenous—division of the garden, formerly the muni- 
cipal vegetable garden, has taken on an even appearance. © Here a few Oryp 
tomeria trees that overhung the entrance road, rendering the latter very damp 
and gloomy, were removed and the banks sloped. Over 140 trees and young 
shrubs were planted out in the Garden. A good deal of damage was wrought 
by borer grubs, the presence of which is peat manifested after they have 
caused a considerable amount of damage. T’he survey of the Garden 
referred to in last year’s Report was completed by Mr. Cave, the Curator, during 
the year, and a list of non-herbaceous plants made ouf with information as to 
the life hietory of each specimen so far as available, Except since 1902 no 
written records exist, so that for the older plants in the Garden the Qurator 
had to depend on information supplied by the older mais of the Garden. 
For the future with quite an ordinary amount of care in working the system 
now introduced there should be no difficulty in registering information regard 
ing the life history of all the newer plants. A revised map of the Garden, the 
contours of which have considerably eltered of late years, and sketch maps 
of each /00 feet x 100 feet square on which the position of each specimen is — 
marked for future reference, were prepared. Exclusive of additions of purely 

. horticultural character, 368 plants and 166 packets of seeds were received and 
over 6,500 plants, over 4,700 dozens of seedlings and over 370 packets of seeds 
were distributed, the las; mostly abroad Daring the year seed collections 
were made along the western side of Cho-La range which separates the Chumbi 
from the Teesta valley. Amongst these the collections of Bhododéndvone and 
Primulas were exceptionally good. In addition to the general collecti 
special collections im response to particular requests from scientific institutions 
abroad were made on various occasions. Over 53,300 people visited the 
Garden during the year. An increasing uumber of visitors consulted the local 
herbarium which, if only suitable accommodation were available, could be made 
of much more use to teachers, students and others interested in the vegeta- 

tion of the district than it possibly can be at present. The sum of Rs, 65-8 was 
received as revenue and paid into the Darjeeling Treasury. we

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2. The reorganization of the department, which was commenced during — 
the previous triennium, was brought to completion during the last three years. 
In 1908 the system of recraitment was organized on the basis» of local nomina-, 
tion by Commissioners. By this means local needs are being satisfied, and a 
good class of candidates is being reeruited. Although the Intermediate Exami- 
nation in Arts was fixed as the educational qualification, yet one candidate 
in five has been a graduate The revision of the Registration Manual has 
been undertaken by the First Inspector, Bibu-Abinash Chandra Bose, whose 
work in this connection merits special commendation. The provision of 
suitable buildings for registration offices throughout the Province has been 
prominently*brought to the notice of Government; and it has been decided that 
this matter should receive particular attention when the Budget of 1912-1918 
is being framed. ‘The head office establishment of the Inspectgr-General has 
been reorganized at an additional annual cost of Rs, 5,325. Menial establish. 
ments have also been provided for all salaried Sab-Registrars throughout the 
Province at an annual cost of Rs 18,474; and the clerical staff of officers who 
are still paid by commission has been placed on the same footing as that of 
salaried Sub-Registrars, 

8.. In comparison with the period 1905 to 1907 there has bsen an increase 
in all branches of administration in the period 1908 to 1910. Offices have 
increased from 280-to 288; compulsory registrations affecting immovable 
property increased by 14*5 per cent.; and optional registrations of the same 
nature by 99 per cent. ‘lhe total increage in the number of documents *regis- 
tered was froth 22rd million to over 3 million dotuments. In éomparing the 
two periods of three years, it is found that receipts have increased by 182 per 
cent. and expenditure by 26°6 per cent., while the net surplas has risea by 
54 per cent. from 1696 lakhs to 17°89 lakhs, There was, however, a 
striking decrease in 1910, coypared with 1908, both in the aumber of docu- 
ments and in the aggregate valuv of immovable property affected; the lutter 
decreased from 28°21 crores to 18°05 crores. This decrease in registration is 
ascribed to the removal uf the stress of high prices during the last two years of 
the triennium ; to the operations of the amendments in the special tenancy laws 
for the Sonthal Parganas and Chota Nagpur; and to the completion of the 
settlement proceedings in some districts. , 

4, Some interesting developments are reported from the different parts of 
the Province. In Calcutta there was in 1908 an increase in registration owing 
to brisk trade in coal; then followed a slight depression in 1909; and since 
then registrations have maintained their level. ‘Tlie increase in bonds in the 
Midnapore district during 1910,—a year of plenty,—is ascribed by the 
Inspector-General to a keener struggle for existence among the professional 
classes. Again in the 24-Parganas it is suid that prosperity has evolved a 
spirit of speculation which, in spite of successive satisfactory outturns of 
harvests, increased registration, In the district of Nadia the petty ten 
holders have fixed their eyes ahead on the future cadastral survey 0 “the 
district, and are taking leases from their under-tenants to. pr the 
acquisition of occupancy rights. 

5. In the Bihar dlstriste improved agricultural conditions in 1910 pro- 
duced a large decrease in the number of registrations, Co-operative Credit

A legislative measure of considerable importance in its effects upon 
colonial emigration was pagsed by the Government of India during the year 
under review. Act XIV of 1910 amends Act XVII of 1908 with a view to 
empower the Governor-General in Council to prohibit emigration to any 
country for reasons which appear to him te be sufficient, and a notification 
prohibiting emigration to Natal with effect from Ist July 1911, has issued, in 
terms of the Act as amended, Action has also been takea during the fear 
under review, both by’the Imperial and Local Governments in exercise of their 
respective statutory powers, to amend existing procedure with reférance both, 
to the recruitment aud despatch of emigrants. Reeruitment operations for the 
colonies prior to 1910 had beeu conducted on a small scale in the Sonthal — 
Parganas under the provisions of Act XXI of 1883. The number of emigrants 
from this district increased however during the year under review, and it was 
decided in consequence to extend the provisions of Act XVII of 1908 to the 
district, a measure to which effect was given in September 1910. References 
have been made in the Report to precautions taken by the Government of 
India with a view to safeguard the interests of emigrants dusing their voyages: 
to the colonies. 

2. The number of emigration agencies, which recruited and despatched 
emigrants to the colonies during 1910, was the same as that recorded for the 
vious year; all five agencies worked un behalf of the British colonies.

The Report on the administration of the Jail Department for the year 1910, 
Read also— . 


The Reports for the years 1908 and 1909/and ‘the ‘Resolutions of Government recorded 
thereon. enti 


Major J. Mulvany, 1..8., officiated as Inspector-General from the ‘Ist 
January until the 28th February, and Lieutenant-Coloneb W. J. Buchanan, 
1.M.s8., resumed charge for the rest of the year. The administrative control 
of the department was transferred on the 8th August from the Judicial 
* Secretary to the Chief Secretary in the Political Department in consequence of 

the Legal Remembrancer being appointed Secretary to Government in the 
Judicial Department. The new Jail Code was completed during the year, and 
was published on 5th October 1910. ‘ 

2. The outstanding feature of the year from the administrative point of 
view was the reduction in the jail population, due to the good harvest of 1909- 
1910, the average daily number of prisoners being 13,168 as against 16,065 in 
1909. At, the same time the available aceémmodation was increased b 
the opening of the new Central Jail at Kalighat’on Ist January 1910; accom- 
modation was thus obtained during the year for 18,460 prisoners as against 
16,755 in 1909. It is to be remembered, bowever, that the decline of the jail 
population must be regarded as temporary, and the present satisfactory propor- 
tion of accommodation to poptlation is only maintained by the retention of the 
old Presidency Jail on the Calcutta Maidan, and the retention of that jail is 
absolutely necessary until the erection of a new Central Jail at Monghyr is 
completed. The latter project, though unfortunately delayed financial] 
difficulties, has been definitely commenced, On 16th December 1910 the-Secre- 
tary of State gave provisional sanction to the scheme ; detailed plans and estimates 

paicrsd. sit are now under consideration ;.and with the sanction. of the 
ears of State a, start hae now*been made with the acquisition of the 
land required and other preliminary arrangements,..The. construction of 
buildings will be carried out as rapidly as poosible; the new jail will Provide 
accommodation for 2,000 prisoners as against 1,235 in the old Presidency Jail, 
and will furnish a solution, at any rate for s considerable period, of the 
problem of overcrowding which. has been the-chief blot.on the administration 
of the jails of ring. for the past 10 years, 

8. With the detline in overcrowding during tho year the health of the pis 
has shown a marked improvement, and the Lieutenant-Governor in Council has 
to congratulate the Inspector-General on a death-rate of no more than 18°6 per 
mille,—a figure which has been surpassed only once in the history of the depart- 
ment, viz. in 1907, when the rate fell’so low as 17:5. Colonel Buchanan is 
doubtless right in attributing this improvement primarily to the absence of 
overcrowding ; although the prosperity of the year is also an important factor, 
since the prisoners admitted are generally in better health than in a poor year. 
At the same time it would not be fair to deny to the officers of the ecto 
their share of credit for the improvement. Their successful ‘treatment of 
dysentery is a case in point, This disease has been the scourge of the Hazari- 
bagh Jail for several years past; but in the year under report the number of 
deaths fell from 97 to 53, of which only 19 occurred in the second half of the 
year. The epidemic received the special attention of Government during the. 
year; and Captain Wells, 1.11.8., of the Central Research Institute, was engaged 
on special duty inquiring into the matter, His report has not yet been pub’ 
lished, but the prevalence of the disease is believed to have been connected with 
the deficiency of the water-supply. The scheme for an improved supply of 
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water has now been worked out; and it is trusted that the diséase win yi 
to this treatment and to the general care and attention of the medical staff. — 
')4'The Inspector-General urges the following propfsals for the im

The first suggestion the Lieutenant-Governor in Council regards for the 
present as impracticable, The warder service of Bengal cannot be taken 
alone; it belongs to the class of services which under general account rules 
are ineligible for pensions, and'to extend the concession to the Bengal warder 
service as a whole would result in claims which it would be difficult to resist 
from many other serviges similarly situated, Apurt from financial considera- 
tions, the present is not a suitable time to press for further ameliorations 
in the terms of the warder service, seeing that as recently as 1908 it was 
reorganized and its conditions considerably improved at an additional cost 
of Rs. 96,118-4 per annug. As regards the second proposal, it is clear from the 
figures given in ‘the Inspector-General’s report that the convict system, apart 
from any intrinsic disadvantages which may inhere in it, has been abused, 
and’ that necessary additions to the paid warder service have been avoided by 
appointing, as convict officers, prisoners not entitled under the rules to suc 
a concession. The Lieutenant-Governor ir Council fully agrees with the 
Inspector-General that the time has come when the system should at least be 
restricted ‘rigidly within the limits imposed by the rules. Asa préliminar 
measure, the inspector-General is accordingly requested to submit proposals 
for increasing the estimates of the Centrul Jailé to such an extent as may be 
necessury to avoid the employment as convict officers of ineligible prisoners. 
The system of a eircle reserve of warders, to which reference is made in the 
third proposal, is undoubtedly a sound one, but it has so far been introduced 
only tentatively in two circles. A general scheme based on recognized prin- 
cipales should now ‘be prepared, and instructions have been issued to the 
Inspector-General of Prisons accordingly, dl ; 

Bs It.had been recognized for some time that the jail industries of 
the Province on their commercial side were not in a satisfactory condition. 
Accordingly’ the whole question of jail industries was considered b

have been en will, it is hoped, have the effect of ensuring a more regular 
disposal of the produce of jail manufactures to the spending departments of 
Government.

©. 7 Colonel Buchanan notes that the jail officer comes less into touch with 
the outside world of the public and the press, and his, work is neither as well 
known, criticised or praised as is that of the sister department of the, Police; 
As a general statement this is no doubt correct; but during the year under 
review the,Jail Department met with an unusual share of attention in connec- 
tion with the methods of dealing with undertrial prisoners in political cases; and 
as these criticisms derive their force solely from ignorance or misrepresenta- 
tion of the facts, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council thinks it desirable to take 
this opportunity of referring to them. It was freely alleged that undertrial pri- 
soners of this class were subjected to unfair and irregular differential treatment. 
These allegations were the subject of most carefal inquiry, and (without refer- 
ence to cases sub judice) the Lieutenant-Governor in Council desires to place it on 
record that the suggestion that the law or the rules of the department were in 
any case cireextad to the harassment of political prisoners is entirely unfounded. 
The most weighty and the mast frequently repeated denunciation was that these 
prisoners or some of them were subjected to “ solitary confinement of a penal 
type.” This criticism rests on ignorance of the law and rules regulating the 
incarceration of undertrial prisoners, and particularly of the nature of solitary 
confinement. Such prisoners, it is true, are not allowed to associate and 
live together while under trial. It was such association that enabled the 
undertrial prisoners in the first Alipore conspiracy casé to plan and execute the 
murder of the approver Narendra Nath Gossain. Accordingly since that date 
such prisoners have usually, and where the construction of the’ jail permitted, 
been kept each in a separate cell or room of his own. _This procedure i§ in no 
sense improper. «It is nowhere laid down either in the law or in the Jail 
Code that undertrial prisoners are entitled to confinement in association. 
Indeed the English prison rules are emphatic that undertrial prisoners shall 
be kept separate a shall not be permitted to communicate together lest they 
contaminate each other and defeat the ends of justice, In India the majority. 
of the jails do not provide sufficient accommodation to allow of the separate 
confinement of under trials, and greater laxity has been allowed to prevail, but 
separate confinement where feasible is perfectly regular.’ Such se e 
confinement, however, does not amount to solitary, confinement, which. is 
awarded solely as a punishment. The essential, difference is that in eolitary 
‘confinement a prisoner is excluded not only from.communication with, but 
from the sight of, other prisoners, whereas in separate confinement he jis 
excluded from communication with other prisoners only ; he,is allowed exercise 
ina common exercise ground, and is allowed.to have his meals in, association 
with one or more other prisoners. The suggestion that these undertrials were 
subjected to the form of solitary confinement which is awarded as a) punishment 
to convicts is entirely unfounded. , er ity
